FATAL BOSTON FIRE 


Chief Engineer and Five Firemen 


Killed by Collapse of Roof. 


$75,000 Loss. 


Boston, Feb. 5.—A firo in a West End 


tenement district today caused the death 
of the chief engineer and five firemen. 


The roof collapsed carrying the men 


to tho basement, and they were killed 
instantly or died on the way to the hos- 
pital. 


The fire is supposed to have started in 


the rear of the building. It was nearly 
under control when the water gave out. 
The engine seven men were on the 
fourth floor, those of engines 38 and 39 
on the second when the rear section of 
the roof collapsed, carrying the floor to 
the basement and burying the firemen. 


The entire efforts of the department 


were directed to the wreckage. 
The 


men were dug out as rapidly aa possible, 
and removed to the hospital. The in- 
jured are: Joseph Garrity, captain of 
Engine 7, Thomas Conway, T. Doherty, 
Edward Shea, hosemen. It was learned 
later that Lieut. McCarthy had his leg 
broken by flying brick. 


Or?'am Victory and Chief Engineer

Female Agent.

STRONG STATE EVIDENCE 


In Lattimer Slaughter Tria! This 


Morning. Deputies Begin To 


Be Alarmed. 


Robber Secured the Contents 


of Money Drawer. 


Boys Started In Pursuit, but Awed by Shot: 


From Pursued. 


Boston, Feb. 5.—One of the most dar- 


ing holdups in the many crimes of this 
feature in this part of the country too'a 
place in broad daylight in the Fresh 
.Pond station of the Fitchburg railroad 
at 1:15 Friday afternoon. The station 
jagent, a young- woman, named Annie 
McBnde, was forced to give up $24 at the 
point of a revolver, and the robber made 
grooa his escape. Three boys tried to 
follow him, but -were frightened awaj 
by three shots from his weapon. • 


The station is a small one on the Wa- 


terto^vn branch, and at this time of the 
day but few persons are in the habit ol 
taking the train. Shortly after 1 o'clock 
a man entered the station and asked for 
a ticket to Boston. The agent was en- 
tirely alone when the man came in, ana 
v, as outside of the ticket office. She im- 
mediately went inside, and the door 
closed after her by a spring. As it 
turned out the man put his foot in the 
jamb, so that when Miss McBride turned 
to the cash drawer to make change for 
his $1 bill, he stepped inside the office 
and, drawing a revolver, demanded the 
money 
The young woman was almost 


iparalyzed with terror with the barrel of 
the weapon against her temple, and al- 
lowed the man to rifle the money drawer 
of its contents without mrtking an out- 
cry. 
The man was but a few seconds in gath- 
ering up the cash and then ran out of the 
station. He had scarcely reached the 
street before Miss McBride recovered 
herself and set up a. terrific shrieking. 
By the time she reached the street door, 
the robber «as well down the street, but 
.three boys who saw him running- and 
heard Miss McBride's cries started in 
pursuit. The man turned on them at 
once, and fired three shots, apparently 
without aim or effect, but it was suf- 
ficient to scare the youngsters and he 
•was allowed to escape without further 
hindrance. 


The Cambridge police were notified-and 


at once began a thorough search for the 
robber, having obtained a fairly good 
description of him from Miss McBride. 
The police of this city are also on the 
watch for him.

insolvency in the county of Worcester. 


Constitutional amendments—Leave to 


withdraw on the petition of the Massa- 
chusetts Woman's Suffrage association 
for equal suffrage. 


Election laws—Ought to pasa on a bill 


providing- that meetings for the elec- 
tion of state, county, city and town 
officers may be opened as early as 6 
a. m. 


Mr. Hoag of Springfield introduced a 


bill entitlpcl "An act for the better in- 
formation and protection of the pub- 
Jic." The bill provides that any part- 


< nership, corporation, etc , doinff business 
jn Massachusetts, shall annually, on or 
before Feb. 1, fllo a record with the city 
or town clerk in which such business is 
carried on, setting forth the names and 
residences of each and all partners, the 
amount of capital invested, its nature 
and where located, in the case of stock 
companies the amount of capital stock, 
amount of paid in capital and the as- 
sets. Failure to comply with the law is 
punishable by a, fine of not less than $5 
nor more than $25 for each offense. 


Mr. Ross of New Bedford petitions for 


legislation to regulate and limit the 
salaries of clerks of courts, ^registers of 
deeds and registers of probate. The act 
makes the maximum salary $4000 per 
annum, and provides for reducing all 
salaries established at a higher rate to 
the amount above mentioned. 


Nellie M. Spearing wants compensation 


«or the loss sustained to her by the death 


of her husband, who was a patient at 
the insane hospital at Medfield. The pe- 
titioner represent* that the death was

The Strike In New Bedford. 


New Bsdlord, Mass., Feb. 5.—The mass 


meeting of weavers at the north end 
Friday afternoon was largely attended 
The interesting feature was the state- 
ment by Secretary Hart -nith reference 
to the feeling which has arisen among 
the non-union weavers relative to the 
distribution of funds. "I am not to give 
a detailed account cf what has become 
of that money," said Mr. Hart, "but I 
•will recomrrend that you select a non- 
unionist as an auditor who shall examine 
the accounts and thereby satisfy you 
that everything has been done fairly. 


i TThe tame thing I expect will be done at 


the south end, and thus we can find out 
where the soreheads lie." 


Secretary Hart paid his respects to 


"the street corner talkers," as he termed 
them. "We have never had one iota of 
trouble TI ith the members of our union. 
We received from outside, last week, 
about $700, to be divided equally among 
10,000 people out on strike, and, figure it 
out as best you can, you cannot make 
more than 7 cents ahead." 


The dissatisfaction does not include tha 


mule spinners, who are all union mem- 
tiers It is confined principally to the 
non-union weavers, who numerically 
are about equal to the union members. 
The union is taking measures to meet 
the criticism winch has been offered, as 
-witness the speeches at the mass meet- 
Ing. 


The talk aga'.r.st the removal of Sec- 


retary Hart seems ts bs confined chiefly 
to people who are not members of the 
"Weavers' union, and the prominent men 
in the union are refuting It 


"I know nothing of such a movement," 


said President Cunnane of the weavers, 
"and do not believe the members of the 
cotton Weavers Protective association 
fwould think of such a thing for a mo- 
ment. This is the time for us all to hang 
together, and the idea of deposing Mr. 
Hart is too absurd to discuss." 


So far as the non-union carders are 


concerned the union committee which 
has had charge of distributing the out- 
side funds is winning praises from all 
sides. The most needy among the non- 
unionists have been sought out and given 
substantial aid. 


Engineer's Forgetfulness Responsible. 
Boston, Feb. 5.—Daniel Tracey of Wal- 


tham had several ribs broken yesterday 
In a collision at Porter's station on the 
Fitchburg road, which occured just as a 
train from Waltham was drawing out ol 
the station. An express from Fitchburg, 
due in Boston at 9 o'clock, 15 minutes be- 
hind time, dashed around a curve, just 
as the local engine began to puff, and a 
'moment later it had crashed into the 
Waltham train. The engineer of the 
express managed to reverse the lever 
and apply the brakes, which, with the 
increasing momentum of the local train, 
considerably lessened the shock, and un- 
doubtedly prevented a serious loss of 
life, as the cars of Doth trains were 
crowded. 


As it was ,the forward part of the en- 


gine penetrated the rear car of the Wal- 
tham train as far as the forward trucks. 
Passengers were thrown down and th^re 
was a stampede for the door. As soon as 
all were out of the cars, it was found 
that Mr. Tracey was the only one seri- 
ously hurt. 


"We had all the machinery for pro- 


tecting both trains," said the general 
superintendent. 
"The engineer of the 


Fitchburg train was William Deering. 
He has been in the employ of the road 
for the past 25 years, at least, and we 
liave always considered him to be one 
of our most reliable men. He told me 
on coming in on the train that it was 
his fault. 'I am to blame,' he said, 'but 
for the moment I forgot all about the 
train ahead or tho signal at West Cam- 
bridge. 
When I saw the second signal 


I did all I could and applied the emer- 
gency air brake, but I could not hold 
the trafrh, and it was impossible to stop 
it before I did.' "

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Feb. 5.—There were 


he usual big crowds around the court 
house this morning to hear the trial of 
Sheriff Martin and deputies on trial on 
the charge of murder of striking miner8 
in Lattimer September 10. The prosecu- 
tion presented some strong evidence dur- 
ing the morning to show that the strikers 
were unarmed and peaceable, and the at- 
titude of the sheriff before tne shooting. 


The first witness, Michael: Nicholson, 


described the condition of the wounded 
he saw along the road near Lattimer. 
He watched one die and five others were 
badly hurt. 
Witness and a certain 


Costello were trying- to aid another dying 
striker 
when Deputy Albert Hess ap- 


proached. Costello told Hess that there 
was great indignation and that it was a 
scandalous piece of work, whereupon 
Hess replied: "Shut np or HI treat yon 
the same way." This was stricken out on 
objection. 


The next witness was the most import- 


ant for the prosecution, Secretary Egler 
of the Miners' union, who told how the 
strikers gathered the night before and 
decided to show themselves to the Latti- 
mer workmen next day at the latters' re- 
vuest. They agreed to march unarmedj 
and to behave peaceably. 


Regarding meeting the sheriff', witness 


said: They rushed npon us, pointed gnns 
to our face, and told us to stop. We ex- 
plained that we were only going to show 
ourselves to the Ltttitner men, and 
would'nt harm anybody. The sheriff said-' 
"If you go to Lattimer you must kill me." 
Burgess Jones of West Harelton said we 
could march through the streets, so the 
sheriff and his deputies went away. Wit- 
ness described the arrival in Lattimer, 
where the sheriff again st&ppefl them. 
The strikers explained that they would 
behave. 
The sheriff puljed a couple of 


men out of the ranks, aa'd jpitnes; saw 
him trying to shoot one str ksr. 


The revolver didn'ir esplode and then 


the crowd formed around hiaj. Then a 
pistol shot was followed by the volley. 
Witness didn't think that balj cartridges 
were being used till he SAW man bleeding 
and then he ran with' the rest. Bullets 
went whizzing about his ears and he saw 
lots of wounded, men. Witness admitted 
that,when the sheriff ordered them to 
disperse he said: "We ain't going to, 
we're going to Lattimer^" Court then 
adjourned till Monday.

Dr. H. M. Keller, who viewed the re- 


mains of the strikers and attended many 
of the wounded, testified that a number 
,of the strikers were shot in the bark, 
thus bearing out the allegation that the 
deputies fired -when the men were run- 
ning away. 


The defense, in its cross examination, 


asked the doctor to classify the wounds 
as to the positions of the men when 
frhot. 
The classification was aa fol- 


lows: 
Shot directly in front, five; in- 


directly in the side, six; directly in the 
rear, three; indirectly in the rear, eight. 
Of the 33 patients, seven died in the 
hospital, two are stilT there and re- 
covering slowly, aJid 30" have been dis- 
charged, all of them cured except one, 
•who is now in a Philadelphia hospital 
He has a bullet in his head, and the phy- 
sicians are trying to locate it by means 
of the X-rd,ys. 


The prosecution has all along contend- 


ed that a large number of the men were 
shot in the back. The evidence rrlath p 
to some of the men being shot while run- 
ning away was made clear by the tes- 
timony that in the cases of two who were 
wounded the bullet had entered just 
above the heel anl lodged near the 
kneecap. 
Only a man running at full 


speed could have been shot in that man- 
ner. 


Rev. S. E. Stafflet, pastor of the Eman- 


uel Reformed church of Hazelton, tes- 
tified that he was going- from Milnes- 
ville to Lattimer and passing-tfie march- 
ing' strikers en route. They were march- 
ing four or five abreast, were quiet and 
orderly, and the only demonstration 
they made was to cheer the car as it 
rassed. 
The witness saw no weapons. 


Returning on the same car, he again 
parsed the strikers as they were ap- 
proaching the sheriff. As the car neared 
the end of the column, he saw the strik- 
ers there running, heard a cheer and 
immediately afterward the shooting. 


Grace Coyle proved to be the most im- 


portant witness of the day. She said 
she was standing on the porch of the 
school house and saw the deputies line 
up along "the roadsHte. Then the strik- 
ers approached quietly and orderly. 
Phe dul not hear any shouting. 
The 


sheriff stoppled them, and some of them 
gathered around him. Some of them 
cried "Go ahead," and a few strikers 
pushed past the sheriff. 
At that mo- 


ment a shot was flred, then came an- 
other, and in an instant a crashing 
volley. 
"I saw men fall," said Miss 


Coyle. 
"Some of them ran toward the 


schoolhouse, and when they got half 
way fejl. 
I do not know whether they 


were shot just before they fell, or 
whether they were v, ounded by the vol- 
ley and ran so far before their strength 
failed 
The shooting continued for 


about two minutes, and after the first 
volley it was scattered. I helped many 
of the strikers who fell near the school- 
house. 
I "bandag-ed the wounds of 


^ome of those who were shot through 
the arm or leg, and we carried one man 
shot in the stomach and another in the 
chest into the schoolhouse, gave them 
water to drink and tried to make them 
comfortable. 
There wag blood all over 


the schoolhouse floor. It was a hor- 
rible sight. 
I helped about 12-or 15 of 


the wounded, and did not see any 
weapons on any of them. - Wfiile I 
was helping them, a deputy named 
Hess laughed at me as he walked about 
smoking a cigar. 
I said: 
'You ought 


to go to Cuba.' Another deputy, Clark, 
laughed, and I said to him: 
'Do you 


think you've done a glorious deed to- 
day?1 
I called two more of them 


bums." 


Miss Coyle made a good witness for 


the commonwealth in her recital of 
£.11 this, but in the cross examination 
she also made a good witness for the 
defense.

much afraid of the strikers Because of 
the noting that had taken place, and 
became much alarmed when they heard 
they were coming." Guscott, the prin- 
cipal of the school, had denied that his 
scholars were frightened, but he could 
not explain why they had bolted out of 
the school. Miss Coyle's statement on 
this point was just what the defense 
desired to get at. 
She said:

cused the little girl, and then thought 
it best to dismiss the class so they could 
get home before the strikers came."

Newspaper Morality. 


One of the roost curious things about 


the newspaper, says E, L. Godkin in The 
Atlantic, is that the public does not expect 
from a newspaper proprietor the same sort 
of morality it expects from persons in oth- 
er callings. It would disown a bookseller 
and cease all intercourse with him for a 
tithe of the falsehoods and petty frauds 
which it passes unnoticed in a newspaper 
proprietor. It may diabelieve every word 
he says and yet profess to respect him and 
may occasionally reward him, so that it 
is quite possible to find a newspaper which 
nearly everybody condemns and whose 
influence he would repudiate circulating 
very freely aujong religious and moral 
people and making handsome profits for 
its proprietor. A newspaper proprietor, 
therefore, who finds that bis profits re- 
main high, no matter what views ha pro- 
mulgates and what kind of morality he 
practices, can hardly, with fairness to the 
community, be treated as an exponent of 
its opinions. He will not consider what 
it thinks when he finds he has only to 
consider \vbat it will buy and that it will 
buy his paper without agreeing with it 


Aluminium and Iron. 


It is found that the addition of from two 


to five pounds of aluminium to a ton oX 
iron renders it grayer and safter, the blag 
rising rapidly and completely to tho sur- 
face and leaving tho metal in a far purer 
and bettor condition than before. In this 
case, too, the iron is more fluid in thu 
ladle and can be poured into small molds 
without anj tendency to chill, and the for- 
mation of ''w.'istvr" eastings, due to blow- 
holes, is entirely avoided. The aluminium 
does not reduce tho melting point of cast 
iron or steel, but increases its fluidity by 
the removal of impurities. But the effect 
of a small proportion of aluminium upon 
btecl with medium carbon is to increase 
its tenacity and limpair its ductility. 
It 


may also be used in tho same proportion 
in brass manufacturing iiiid in larger 
quantities for maUing''alumii.ium brass.'' 
—Exchange.

(Chat there were 
some verbal similarities is not denied, but 
that Dr. Shrady woald knowfngly allow 
the appropriation without credit of the 
ideas or language of another I cannot be- 
lieve for a moment. 


The doctor has altogether too keen a 


sense of the fitness of things for that, and 
besides has always a plentiful supply of 
ideas of bis own in stock. The chances are 
that The Record article which called out 
the criticism was written.by another band 
than the doctor's and that, even then, 
mention of the chnrjeb paper»was left out 
by accident only. But granting that it 
was not as I liave suggested, the lifting of 
phrases was much less extensive than is 
practiced almost every day by newspaper 
writers all over the United States. 


Any exchange reader will tell yon that 


She leader writers on the newspapers gen- 
erally depend a whole lot upon one anoth- 
er's notions and that the publication of a 
strong or clever editorial article in one pa- 
per npon a popular subject will be followed 
sooner or later by editorials upon that and 
allied topics in halt the newspapers in the 
country. Sense of these articles will be 
only weak imitations. Some will be much 
stronger, more comprehensive and more 
convincing than the original one. But 
there is rarely any talk about plagiarism 
because of th» transference of thought or 
phrases. 


Dr. Shrady M » JonmalUt. 


Dr. Shrady is as good ft journalist aa he 


is a surgeon, eveiy wbit, and. if be bad 
taken up newspaper work - when young 
would have long ago been at the top in 
that line, just as he is now at the top as a 
surgeon. 


This is shown conclusively not' only by 


the well known fact that; The Medical 
Record is a phenomenal success financially 
as well as professionally, but also by the 
less known fact that bo ia often asked to 
contribute to the editorial columns of the 
great New York newspapers. Mot long ago 
the proprietor of a newspaper who spends 
much of his time abroad-cabled to the men 
in charge to secure an editorial on a cer- 
tain topic for the nest day's paper from 
Dr. Shrady, and to cable it to Paris foruso 
in the European edition oi the paper as 
well.

be inclined to accede. But be was quite 
willing to do the work and in less than 
two hours after the messenger started for 
bis bouse another messenger stepped into 
the newspaper office with the copy. Inside 
of another hour it was being put into type 
on two continents and the readers of the 
greatest city in America and the greatest 
city iu France were enabledlo peruse tbo 
best professional opinion obtainable on 
that subject at practically the same tiiao. 


Unlike Dr. S. Weir Mitchell of Philadel- 


phia, Dr. Shrady has never entered the 
field of story writing, though bis experi- 
ences have been so varied dining bis long 
professional career that he mast be in pos- 
session of an unrivaled mass of first das* 
fiction material. Dr. Shrady differs in an- 
other important particular from Dr. Mitch- 
el!. Tho author of "Hugh Wynne, Free 
Quaker," while Always courteous, is de- 
cidedly averse to seeing "newspaper men 
acd positively refuses to give out; informa- 
tion.

The Antiquity of Ice Cream. 


Ice cream is an older sweetmeat than 


many would suppose. In the beginning of 
tho seventeenth century goblets made of 
ioe and. also iced-fruit—that is, frnib frozen 
ever—wer,e first brought to (able. The 
limonadiers, or lemonade sellers, of Paris 
endeavored to increase the popularity of 
their wares by icing them, and one more 
enterprising than the rest, an Italian 
named Procope Couteaur, in the year 1660, 
concoiwd. tiw idea of converting such bev- 
erages entirely iato ice, and about 28 years- 
later iced liquors—that ia, liquors changed 
into ioe—were the principal things sold by 
the limonadiers. By the end of that cen- 
tury iced liquors were quite common in 
Paris. Icecream, or iced "butter," as it 
was first called from its supposed resem- 
blance to that substance, soon followed. Ifc 
was first known in Paris in 1774. 


The Due de Chartres of ten went at that 


time to the Paris coffee bouses to drink a 
glass of iced liquor, and the landlord hav- 
ing one day presented him with his 
"arms" formed in edible ice this kind of 
sweetmeat became the fashion. German 
cooks at once took up the new art. It was 
not long in reaching England, for in 1776 
a French cook resident in London named 
Clermont wrote "The Modern Cook," in 
which sweet ice* were first described for 
the instruction of English cooks. Present 
day cooks have elaborated the ioe enor- 
mously,—Gentleman's Magazine.

Shall Congressmen Consult Opin- 


ions of Their Constituents 


OR TOTE THE1E OWN COSVICTIOSSI 


Che Teller Resolution Placed Many Itep» I 


resentatives and Senators In an Unplea*- 
: 


ant Dilemma—Alexander Stephen* and 
Henry Clay Defied Their Constituents. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—[Special.]—Bo- 


cent events in congress have served to 
bring to tho front a new one of the un- 
solved problems of public life. It is this: 
is a senator or representative in duty bound 
to vote according to the wishes of bis con- 
stituents or is he free to voto according 
to his own convictions? This is an old, 
old question in the public life of our re- 
public, und it cannot be said over to have 
been settled. The precedents are found on 
both sides of the question, and no rule has 
boen set up by weight of authority. The 
Teller resolution, which was carried in the 
senate by a inajor'ty of 15 and defeated in 
the house by u majority of 50, was a most 
unpleasant question for a good many sou- 
atora and representatives to face. Both sil- 
ver men and gold men found themselves 
confronted with the dilemma whether they 
should vote according to thoir personal 
wishes and beliefs or in accordance with 
tho desires of their people at home. Sonic 
solved tho problem in one way and gome 
in another, and not a few of those who 
solved it by exercising their power to vote 
as they pleased are now hearing from thoir 
constituents. 


Some of the best men we have ever had 


in public life have assumed that their func- 
tion in Washington was of a purely repre- 
sentative character. They have held in 
abeyance their personal opinions and have 
sought only to voice the will of their con- 
stituents. They have defended themselves 
with the argument that the foundation 
principle of the American government is 
majority rule, and that next to this comes 
popular representation. It was the great 
idea of the founders of the republic to form 
a system in which the people could speak 
through their chosen representatives, and 
a majority of the peopl* could always be 
sure of controlling the destinies of the 
country. In line with this argument was 
the thought that it manifestly became the 
plain duty of the senator or representative, 
if there was no doubt as to the wishes of 
those who had sent him to Washington, to j 
voice their wishes. If thero was doubt, if 
hie people appeared to be about equally 
divided, of course he was free to act as his 
conscience or his convictions dictated. 


Exceptions to the Kale. 


But there have been many noticeable ex- 


ceptions to this rule. In fact, the weight 
of authority, especially in later years, ap- 
pears to bo in favor of permitting tho sen- 
ator or representative to act as an inde- 
pendent agent. If he misrepresents hia 
people, he must take the consequences. 
They have recourse in defeating him when 
he comes up again for re-election. Those 
who contend for this view of the case com- 
plain that any other solution of the prob- 
lem would rob our statesmen of individu- 
ality and lead to their degeneration. In- 
stead of independent, thinking, studying 
men, they would become mere automatons, 
mere registers of the will of their people 
at home. They would grow cowardly and 
lazy. They would fail to inform them- 
selves as to what was wisest and best and 
would simply await instructions from 
their states or districts. Such an abandon- 
ment of the proper prerogative of public 
service, it is argued, would be a great mis- 
fortune to the country and a fatal blow to 
the usefulness and brilliancy of its public 
life. Instead of statesmen here in Wash- 
ington we should have mere clerks, r 


Alexander Stephens, who was ono of the 


most brilliant men vre have had in the 
public life of tbis oapitol, was once in- 
structed by the people of his district to 
vote in a certain way. He defied them. 
"I was selected as your representative," 
he said to them when he went home after 
the adjournment of congress, "because 
you thought me the best man for the place. 
You had confidence in my wisdom and 
ability. You knew I had had experienco, 
and that I could be expended npon to know 
what was best for you and for the country 
at large. I am free to confess that tbis is 
true. What I have done was for your good, 
and I was right in doing it." This and 
much more to the same effect he said to 
them, and the result of his frankness and 
self confidence and powers of persuasion 
was that the people forgave him for hav- 
ing disobeyed them and sent him back to 
congress. 


The great Henry Clay was once instruct- 


ed by the legislature of bia beloved Ken- 
tucky how to vota on a certain question. 
Mr. Clay had then been a long time in 
public life, and he-keenly resented tbis 
command from his constituents. 
Like 


Alexander Stephens, he thought he knew 
better what was good for the country than 
his people at borne, and he frankly said so. 
When the resolutions of the Kentucky leg- 
islature were placed before him, he drew 
himself up and said to tha spokesman who 
had delivered them: 


"Sir, I deny tho right of tho members of 


the legislature of my state to instruct mo 
as to the performance of my duties here in 
Washington. I shall go home, sir, and 
give them some instruction as to the proper 
performance of their own duties." 


An Ancient Precedent. 


Someof tho greatest men of history have 


explicitly denied the right of state legisla- 
tures to instruct them. Webster took this 
ground, and so did Calhoun. 
Cass of 


Michigan and Boll of Tennessee and Willie 
Magnum of North Carolina were others. 
Nearly a century ago tbis question came 
up, and I am therefore right in saying id 
is not a now problem to our public serv- 
ants. Tho legislature of Virginia tried to 
instruct William B. Giles, a senator and 
near friend of Jefferson -and Madison, as to 
how he should vote. He refused to obey. 
A notable example of the eamo sort was 
when the legislature of Mississippi only a 
few years ago instructed the late Senator 
Lucius Quintus Cincinnatus Lamar to 
vote for a free coinage bill. He refused, 
and in refusing gave great pleasure to his 
special friend, President Cleveland, who 
afterward made him secretary of the In- 
terior and an associate justice upon the su- 
preme court bench. 


There have been one or two example's of 


resignation rath** t.hivn obey the will of 
the state. Such was the caso of Senator 
White of Tennessee, who resigned ratbor 
than obey instructions from his state leg- 
islature. A curious instance of tho poorer 
of instructions at times was the action of 
Senator .Tarnigan of Tennessee. Though 
a Whig, he complied with instructions to 
vote for the Walker tariff of 1846, and hi* 
Vote carried the bill through the senate. '

The duties of the 
commissioner of patents are partly judicial 
and partly executive. He constitutes a 
court, of last appeals for inventors. When 
an ap'plieant for a patent is refused and 
insists that he has something which has 
not been covered by a previous patent, he 
is referred to three men who are known as 
tho examiners in chief. If he is still un- 
satisfied, he may talso his cose before the 
commissioner himself. In the latter's office 
a rjgular court is held, over which he pre- 
eidaB just as if he were a judge on the 
benab. Of course he must be well vorsed 
in all the intricacies of patent law and 
have a judicial temperament. Tho patent 
commissioner also examines lawyers who 
wish to practice in the patent courts. He 
has, moreover, the management of a big 
corps of clerks and assistants nnd is ex- 
pected to devote his leisure time to per- 
fecting the Ren oral patent system. 


The patent office is one of the few de- 


partments of Uncle Sam's business that 
pay expenses. Its receipts amount to over 
$1,000,900 a year, which is something more 
than $200,000-moro than its expenses. Dur- 
ing 1896 the receipts wore $1,300, dOO. The 
office ia issuing patents at the rate of about 
45,000 a year. Of these the largest number 
of patents granted for any one article has 
been for onTriagcs nnd wagons, no less 
than 30,000 having been filed. Patents on 
stoves and furnaces come next with 13,000. 
Tho Patent Office Gazette, in which a rec- 
ord of all the patents is printed, has a cir- 
culation of over 7,000 copies.

Gomez of how h" was .'gpnized by the 
murder of his young son. rhU grand old 
man was stirred to his proionndcst deptha 
when he said of his brave a:'d noble boy, 
'•Soul ot my soul." It i^ quite clear that 
there can be no pacification of Cuba by 
the Spanish authorities as long as Gotnez 
Mvet.. If he could be induced to abandon 
the island, or should cease to live, Spain 
would have some show in Cuba; but this 
grand old man stands like a giant in the 
path of the Spaniards, and his whole 
spirit is that of one who feels certain that 
he must win and that he will live to es- 
tablish the independence of the island. 
Succeed or fail in his attempt to free 
Cuba, Gomez must be accounted a really 
great man. 


The Monthly Weather Review issued 


' by the weather bureau of the department 


of agriculture contains an interesting 
discussion as to whether or not the 
climate of localities in tbe United States 
has undergone a change during the period 
of white settlement. 
The conclusion 


reached after a thorough examination of 
the subject is adverse to the theory that 
there has been any important change. 
"If," says the editor of the Review, "we 
divide cm-records of the weather recorded 
in North America since the days of Co- 
lumbus into two periods, viz., before and 
mfter the year 1800, we shall find that 
every peculiarity, such as remarkable 
storms, -winds, rains, floods, frosts, etc., 
recorded in the current century can be 
matched by a corresponding remarkable 
event before the year 1800." This au- 
thoritative and positive statement is sup- 
plemented by the following, which is 
equally positive: "The average climate 
of New England so far as the weather is 
concerned has not appreciably changed 
since the days when her oldest forest 
trees were young saplings, and that 
carries us back nearly 500 years." The 
•"ditor goes on to make the following re- 
marks on the subject of "the oldest in- 
habitant," and other popular authorities 
whose statements concerning the weather 
of the past are frequently accepted too 
literally and depended upon too im_ 
plicitly: 


We find no real agreement in the so- 


called popular traditions with regard to 
the weather. We havs met with quite as 
many persons who think the winters are 
more severe as who think the winters are 
less severe than formerly. 
Everything 


seems to depend upon how and where 
the "oldest inhabitant" lived when he 
*vas a boy as compared with his present 
condition. If he moved from a farm on a 
windy hilltop in the country down to a 
<;ozy house in the village, the climate 
seemed to him to have improved. If he 
moved from the milder climates on the 
•ioast in bis youth to the severest climates 
in the interior he was, as a boy, struck 
with the great change, and the impres- 
sion still remains with him that those 
winters were severer than no sv. If he hab 
]ived continuously in a large city like New 
York, where the growth of tali houses 
the increased smoke and diminished sun- 


' shine have completely changed the cli- 


mate, and where tnese combined with the 
changes in the mode of living, especially 
tne abolition of the open wood fire, have 
rendered the human system vastly more 
sensitive, he finds that the inequalities of 
climate are greater thau formerly. From 
a hygienic point of view "the climate" in- 
cludes everything that affects the health 
and comfort of the body. The meteoro- 
logical climate that agrees perfectly with 
one person may be entirely too severe for 
another. One remembrance of our phy- 
sical sensations is not a safe criterion when 
judging of climate. Oar remembrance of 
an occasional storm or winter is not a safe 
guide in comparing the past with the 
present. Our records of deep snows are 


• too fragmentary to give anything more 


than a general conviction that there has 
been no material change in tne snowfall. 
Our records of extreme low temperature 
»re liable to be in error several degrees by 
the ancient use of vary imperfect ther- 
mometers, and are almost certain to be 
exaggerated if the thermometers were 
placed in valleys or lowlands where cold 
air settles on still, clear nights, so that we 
must nae great caution in interpreting 
these records; differences of 5,10 and even 
20 degrees have occurred between the 
minimum temperature 
recorded 
by 


weather bureau and voluntary observers 
located within a few miles of each other, 
owing to the combination of these two 
sources of error.

SnowBrought Serere Test*. 


In additia to the general discomfort 


the heavy snW brought, with it the sever- 
est tests thatiave yet been undergone by 
two of New fork's newest institutions. 


These are fammany's new street clean- 


ing departmirt and the conduit trolleys. 
It may not hive been proclaimed to any ex- 
tent outsida New York, but many New 
Yorkers haqbecome weary because of the 
first of thest two institutions before the 
current snov fall came. A few days previ- 
ous there wffi a flurry which* left a layer 
of snow perhaps two inches deep. When 
Colonel Waring was chief street cleaner, 
this would tyive been the occasion of the 
greatest actMty. Extra carts by the hun- 
dred and Ben by the thousands would have 
been pressKl into service, and in a sur- 
prisingly Short time Broadway and many 
other important thoroughfares would have 
shown no frace whatever of 'a snow fall. 
Tbcro wouW have been no slnsh in the 
chief streets of the town to cause soaked 
feet end ruin the skirts of the women, no 
ico to make the horses slip~and slide and 
so impedo business. Besides there would 
have been work and wagosior many a man 
who is wondering how he shall feed and 
clothe those dependent upon him. And the 
public would have been well pleased with 
the result, even if it did cost the city $13,- 
OOOorS15,000. 
But the Hon. Mr. McCartney, who has 


taken taring's place under Tammany, 
simply shrugged his shoulders and said he 
shouldn't shovel snow unless it fell threa 
inches deep or more. The sunshine and 
the rain, which he was sure would come, 
would attend to such a small snowfall 
without any cost to the city whatever. It 
was time enough to spend extra thousands 
of dollars removing snow when we had a 
big storm. 


Well, the big storm came, ahead of the 


rain at that, and if there^B"a "more"unhap- 
py man than Mr. McCartney jnst now 
New Yorkers would like to know where 
ond who he is, for Tammany's chief street 
cleaner is having his own troubles. 


The Conduit Trolleys. 


Tho Metropolitan Street railway men, 


whoso conduit trolleys have also been test- 
ed most severely, were almost ready to 
welcome the deep snow.' It would make 
some trouble, to bo sure, but it must come 
sooner or later, and until it came no one 
would know just how much or what form 
the trouble would take. , Every device for 
dealing with it under the new system that 
could bo planned from theories alone had 
been put into operation, but it was felt 
that practical experience only would solve 
tho problem, and, that being tho case, tho 
sooner the experience came the better. 


Everything considered, the result has ' 


been lairly satisfactory. 
It ia true that , 


thoro hove been some stalled cars and some 
cars off the track. Short circuiting has not 
been unknown, and the snow has worked 
its way into the conduits in a few places, 
but the delays have been little or no more 
serious than were the delays in Brooklyn ' 
from snow in the early days of the over- 
head trolleys. And the managers of the 
conduit trolley s believe they have been able 
to glean enough practical knowledge re- 
garding the working of their lines to make 
tho next snowfall a much less formidable 
matter. 


Tho conduit trolley cars, by the bye, are 


in many respects the pleasantesfc vehicles 
now used for surface travel in New York. 
They are by all odds tho most satisfactory 
cars In town as regards temperature. Be- 
ing heated by "electricity, regulation is 
simply a matter of turning a button, and 
the effect is almost instantaneous. Cars 
carrying stoves, on tho, other hand, must 
bo boated to a good, lively temperature be- 
fore being run out in tho rooming and are 
almost invariably kept top hot all day long, 
and tho conductors have' to listen all day 
to a series of protests and grumblings. If 
n conductor lets the fire go out, hoping 
thereby to gain peace, tbo car is sure to be 
too cold, and tho kicks are moro ill na- 
turecl than over. New Yorkers generally 
are glnd that the conduit trolley syeteni !• 
soon to be greatly extended.

saloon law. In its preparation the Ideas of 
dozens of eminent leaders in tBinpen»nce 
work were considered. The purpose waa 
to pro~ide a drinking place, pure and. sim- 
ple, for men who must drink, to putfehose 
places under the most strict surveillance 
and at tho same time to keep women's 
and children's livelihoods from going ovec 
a bar. 


The Pomona saloon law provides that 


there may be but two drinking places 
there—a community of over 6,000 popula- 
tion. 


Tho E iloon or barroom must be on a 


principal thoroughfare of tha city. Id 
must be on the first or ground floor, and 
its front must be one-half of plain glass 
and flush with the sidewalk. No frosted, 
painted or stained glass may be used in 
the windows or doors, and there must be 
no screens whatever. The view from tha 
street to the bar must always be free and 
nnobstracted, so that a person on tha 
street may at any time see who are within 
the saloon. 
> 


Then, also, there,can be no rear or sidq 


doors to the saloon, no cellar or basement,! 
no adjunct, wing, side room or alcove. 
The saloon or barroom must be a single 
rectangular or square apartment. Therd 
must be no allurements there other than 
drink itself. To that end there may be 
but one seat, bench or chair in the saloon. 
That must be behind the bar and. for the 
sole use of the saloon keeper or bartender. 
Barrels or casks must be separated from 
the room by a railing so that they may not 
furnish seats or leaning conveniences foJ 
patrons of the salqon. No pjclnres, ad- 
vertisements or show cards may be on thq 
walls, and nothing to eat may bo served,' 
given away or sold there, not even cjact-j 
ers or pretzels. All games are strictly pro-j 
hibited in the saloons, and newspapers,,- 
periodicals or books are tabooed along 
with any table or shelf upon which they, 
might be placed. In a word, the Pomona 
barroom or saloon is simply a drinking 
place, surrounded by all the publicity post 
Bible.—Boston Transcript.

The farthar south you travel ia 
China tho smaller, weaker and less ad- 
mirable do you find the pcsple, se that itt 
the far south, where,4he French were ths 
first to begin the partitioning of China, 
they are no bigger than the Japanese ana 
nothing like as able. 


Our Cantonese have not proved bad vis- 


itors, yet they are not to be compared for 
physical merit, for shrewdness, comnxff-- 
sial ability, refinement or morality with 
their neighbors to the north, who in stat- 
ure rise higher and higher, as if nature 
had planted them in terraces. The Chinese/ 
as a whole, present better material for the 
magical manipulation of progress! thaa 
tho Japanese seemed to offer 40 years ago. 
They are a finer people than »ay other 
Asiatics, unless the people of India have to 
•50 excepted.— Harper's Weekly.

there are many elegant women in Paris 
who are obliged to count not merely 
francs, but sous. Yet by the aid of 
good taste and wise judgment in select- 
' ing attire they continue to present an 


unexceptionable appearance and to 
seem to be always dressed appropriate- 
ly and according to the requirements of 
the mode. The treatment to which gar- 
ments are subjected has, of course, 
much to do with their freshness and at- 
tractiveness. The most costly apparel, 
if it is not taken proper care of, soon 
becomes shabby and second rate in as- 
pect, and this is something: which 
Frenchwomen 
thoroughly appreciate. 


French maids are generally acknowl- 
edged to "be the best, and that is be- 
cause they have been trained to make 
the very best of the wardrobe in their 
charge and spare no pains to keep it in 
perfect condition. 
Fur is immensely favored. Theoret- 


ically, sable, caracut and chinchilla are 
the fashionable varieties, but practi- 
cally almost every kind—mink, ermine, 
skunk, blue and silver fox and others— 
is seen, and that on some of the newest 
and most authoritative models of gowns 
and wraps. Seal and beaver are little 
in evidence for some reason. Down and 
feather trimmings are sometimes com- 
bined with fur, although fine fur is bet- 
ter by itself. 
Blue fox, ermine and. other light furs 


are rather trying to the average com- 
plexion, but dark and black furs are 
universally becoming and are chosen 
by the majority of women on that ac- 
count. Fur, both dark and light, looks 
well on black gowns and is frequently 
used as a decoration for them when 
such gowns are intended not so much 
for general utility as merely for a 
change from colored toilets. Black vel- 
vet, silk or cloth, trimmed with fur and 
with steel passementerie, is used for 
very rich and effective costumes.

laundress 


knows one or two things of which she 
makes a specialty.

perceptible dust from her face, you 
may note, if your eye is sensitive to 
color—first, that the scrap of lawn and 
lace is very becoming to a fair face; 
second, that the aforesaid handkerchief 
isn't white at all. It would not be so 
becoming if it were white, and this is 
what mademoiselle knows as well as 
you do. The color is not derived from 
being "spotted with strawberries," as 
was the case in that fateful handker- 
chief which Othello had from his moth- 
er. It is deliberately tinted during the 
laundering. 


The laundress who is eager to please 


has taken pains to "pinken" (if there be 
such a verb) the handkerchief just as 
she "blues" some linens and cotton 
cloths that might turn yellow by un- 
stinted applications of soap and water, 
so she has imparted a rosy tinge to the 
mouchoir. 


The laundress has a little cake of 


carmine paint, one of the water color 
rectangles such as are sold in the cheap 
boxes of pnints intended for children's 
use. She colors the water perceptibly, 
for the handkerchief will not take up 
the full depth of rosiness to which the 
preparatory bath is stained. Of course 
the handkerchief does not look really 
pink, but it is "off the white" and very 
pretty, especially when held to a fair 
young face.

A single 
handsome monogram in one corner, or 
two in opposite corners, of a plain dam- 
ask cloth, so placed as to show on table, 
are the only ornaments advised or even 
used by people of refined taste.

of these monograms are 10 inches long, 
worked In heavy white cotton floss. 


Much solid hand embroidery in pure 


white, the tiny clover leaf being the 
favorite design, is shown in French im- 
ported linens. The hand embroidery is 
not done to a great extent in this coun- 
try, for Americans have not the skill 
with the needle that the French nuns 
have acquired in their quiet convent 
life.

The Ueru Best Recipes For Pan- 


cakes, Muffins, Toast 


and (ruifers, 


Many prefer hot bread and cakes for 


breakfast, and the monotonous round 
of: buckwheat cakes should be varied 
with other kinds of griddle cakes, muf- 
fins, waffles, etc. 


Breakfast Cake.—One and a half cup- 


fuls of sweet milk, 2 tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, 2 tablespoonfuls of butter, 2 
eggs, 2 teaspoonfuls of baking powder 
and flour to make a stiff batter. Bake 
half an hour in a quick oven. 


Muffins.—Half a cupful of warm wa- 


ter and half a cup'ful of milk, a table~ 
spoonful of butter, an egg, one-fourth 
cup of yeast and flour to make a stiff 
batter. Set over night in a warm plaqe. 


Sour Cream Muffins.—A cupful of sour 


cream, an egg well beaten, half a tea- 
spoonful of soda, half a teaspoonful of 
salt and flour to make a stiff batter 
that will drop from the spoon. 
Half 


fill well buttered muffin rings and oake 
quickly. 


Johnny Cake.—Half a cupful of flour, 


a cupful of Indian meal, half a tea- 
spoonful of salt, a teaspoonful of baking 
powder, a cupful of sweet milk, 2 table- 
spoonfuls of butter, 3 tablespoonfuls of 
sugar and 2 eggs well beaten. 
Heat 


and butter the pans, fill two-thirds full 
and bake 20 minutes. 


Graham Gems.—One and a half cup- 


fuls of sweet milk, 2 cupfuls of graham 
flour, 3 tablespoonfuls of melted but- 
ter, a tablespoonful of sugar, an egg 
and 2 teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 
Bake in gem pans in a very hot oven. 


Cornmeal Cakes.—A cupful of corn- 


meal, a teaspoonful of sugar, a tea- 
spoonful of melted butter, a teaspoonful 
of salt, a cupful of boiling water or 
enough to thoroughly wet tho meal, an 
egg, half a cupful of flour, a teaspoon- 
ful of soda and enough -cold milk to 
make a thin batter. Bake on a griddle. 


Griddle Cakes.—A pint of sweet milk, 


half a teacupful of yeast, butter the 
size of an egg, a pint of flour and an 
egg. 
Let this rise over night, and in 


the morning add flour until the batter- 
is of the right consistency. 


Buttermilk Crullers.—Though not di- 


rectly in the line of bread, these crullers 
form a welcome accompaniment to the 
hot breakfast coffee. 
Two cupfuls of 


buttermilk, half a cupful of butter or 
lard, 3 eggs, a cupful of sugar, a tea- 


Breakfast Toasts.—It is scarcely nec- 


essary to go into the details of toast- 
niakmg. Tho plain milk toasts; hot but- 
tered toasts, cream toasts, etc., are so 
easily prepared and so slightly varied 
that a knov>lerlgeof one means a krowU 
edge of all. The stale bread may be 
used up in this form, or for stale rolls, 
et?., ritearrir.g is a good plan for re- 
serving. 
Cover the bread closely and 


set in the steamer until the crust ia 
slightly moist and the whole is heated 
through, or. for a change, slices of stale 
bread may be dipped in milk and quick- 
ly Cried in hot butter. 


French Toast.—An egg well beaten 


and added to a pint of sweet milk; cut 
the crust from thick slices of bread, dip 
them into the milk, then into finely 


i powdered bread or cracker crumbs f 
have a little butter very hot in the fry- 
ing: pan and brown the slices quickly on 
both sides. Serve hot, with or without 
powdered sugar. 
This is really only 


another form of fried bread, but the 
dipping in the egg and cracker crumbs 
will prove an addition In many cases, 
esuecmlly ^ hen served with eggs. Wh«i 
served with minced ham, etc., tho plain 
fried bread or plain toast is better.

WILD HORSE IN ADAMS 


E. J. Noble Severely Injured 
IE! By an Ugly Animal 


Friday Afternoon. 


HORSE HAD TO BE LASSOED, 


Mr. Noble Attempted to Fix a Broken 


Thill and Was Knocked Down, 


Barely Escaping With His 


Life. An Exciting Hour 


For a Big Crowd. 


E. J. Noble had a narrow escape from 


being kicked and trampled to death by a 
vicious horse at Adams Friday afternoon. 
The animal was owned by Fred Beals of 
Dal ton, and he and another man had 
driven to the town. 
When near the 


Episcopal church on Commercial street 
the horse kicked several times and broke 
one of the thills ot the sleigh. Both men 
were frightened and walked the rest of 
the way into the village, driving the horse 
from the side. They drove down Dean 
street and hitched the horse in the rear of 
M. E. Potter's grocery store. 


Mr. Noble was at the store, and noticing 


that the broken thill was sticking into the 
hone's side, he remonstrated with the 
owner, who made no move to fix it. Mr. 
Noble then started to unhitch a hold- 
back, when the horse kicked. Mr. Noble 
grasped at the animal's bridle, and the 
vicious brute at once attacked his would-be 
benefactor. He struck Mr. Noble in the 
breast with his fore feet, and the man fell 


to the ground. The brute then struck him 
several more times and seemed fairly bent 
on killing him. 


Luckily there is a shed which extends 


from the rear door of Mr. Potter's store 
out about 10 feet. Beneath the floor of 
the shed is a pile of empty barrels. Mr, 
Noble, half stunned, crawled under this 
shed out of reach of the horse. 


Friends soon came to his assistance and 


helped him to his home, where Drs. H. M. 
and H. B. Holmes attended him. His 
right ear was nearly torn ofi and there 
were several cuts about the ear. The 
Whole of the right side of his face was 
badly bruised and lacerated. A heavy 
brown overcoat that he wore was on one 
side cut into shreds by the horse's feet and 
the whole of his body was more or less 
bruised. 


A large crowd quickly gathered about 


the horse. The animal kicked with his 
hind legs and struck with his fore ones. 
No one was near him but he seemed per- 
fectly wild and kept kicking until he 
freed himself from the sleigh. Several 
attempts were made to go under the sned 


j and untie the horse, but each time he 


made a vicious strike with his fore foot. 
Fully 
150 people 
gathered 
about 


the place, but no one dared approach 
him, for every few minutes he would kick 
in all directions. At last a heavy rope 
was obtained and a noose made in it. 
ti, 


L. Tucker cleverly lassoed the-animal and 
John Tardy and-a man named Gyro fas- 
tened one end ot the rope around one of 
the heavy beams that supported Mr. Pot- 
ter's store shed. 


As the lasso fell over the horse's neck 


he made a quick jerk and broke the rein 
with which he was' tied. He started to 
run into the crowd but on reaching the 
end of the rope fell heavily to the ground. 
He was then fairly wild and for about 15 
minutes he ran, jumped and fell in all 
directions. Messrs., Tardy and Gyro under 
the shed kept drawing upon the rope un- 
til the horse came close to the building. 
The lasso was tight and he seemed to be 
choking. 


Clarence Whalen was the first to go up 


to the animal and it was only by a few 
inches that the horse missed striking this 
man. 
Whalen, after 
several 
careful 


moves, removed the saddle and breeching 
from the horse and led him away, fol- 
lowed by a large crowd. The horse made 
a number of attempts to strike the man 
but did not reach him. Two of the livery 
men refused to board the horse and he 
was at last left at Liveryman Hall's stable. 


The horse was the ugliest ever seen in 


town. The man who owned him said 
that he had had him about eight weeks 
and never saw him ugly before. But Mr. 
Beals was careful not to venture near him 
at any time. 
The affair aroused the 


whole village and much sympathy was 
expressed for Mr. Noble who, in trying to 
do a kind act, should receive such painful 
injury.

Sanford Post Firm In Its Attidude on 


"House of Lords." 


An interesting meeting of 0. D. Sanford 


post, G. A. B., was held Friday evening, 
the topic of discussion being the critical 
question of the "house of lords" which is 
coming up at the state encampment in 
Boston next week. The four delegates 
from the local post, Commander Tower, 
A. W. Fulton, Dr. H. J. Millard and C. W. 
Dennett, will leave for Boston Monday, 
and vrill represent the post in its firm at- 
titude. 


'£he question has already been ex- 


plained, consisting primarly of the posi- 
tion which past commanders are to 
occupy in the organization. At present 
they have exclusive privileges and are 
known as the "house of lords." 
The 


Brockton post's charter has been annulled 
on account of its opposition. 


The first test of strength at Boston will 


come in the election of a state com- 
mander. W. H. Bartlett of Worcester is 
the candidate of the opposition, and will 
receive the support of Sanford post. If 
he is elected it is probable that the 
Brockton post will be reinstated. If 
John Oilman, the senior vice-commander, 
is elected, it will show that the "house of 
lords" can carry its way, and unless a 
protest is considered favorably, a split is 
probable. 


The local delegates do not consider it 


likely that affairs will come '-'to this point 
and believe that their candidate will be 
elected. But if it should be seen that the 
principle of the "house of lords" is to be 
upheld, the local post is prepared to with • 
draw, as a last resort. Tho sentiment 
Friday night was generally expressed tha* 
the members would rather be indepen- 
dent of the department than governed by 
so un-American a principle.
